PARIS, May 3 (AP).—Rumors 
here tonight were that Grand

United States and Britain. 


NEW YORK, May 3. — Charles 
Shaw, Columbia Broadcasting Sys- 
tem correspondent, reported from 
Malmoe, Sweden, today that Brit- 
ish troops crossed the Danish fron- 
tier in the area of Aabenraa.

WASHINGTON, May 3 (AP).— 
President Truman won. his first 
tussle with Congress today when 
the House emphatically sustained 
his veto of legislation liberalizing 
draft deferments for farm work- 
ers, 


y The roll call vote was 185 for 


overriding and 177 against. Two- 
thirds, or 241 votes, were neces- 
sary to override. 

Truman had criticised the bill 


as discriminatory in putting “the 
agricultural group... on a plane 
above both industrial occupation 
and military service.” 

Republicans voted almost to a 
man to override, but were unable 
to muster enough Democratic aid 
to give them a two-thirds ma- 
jority. 

Preliminary Test. 

Supporters of the legislation had 
won a preliminary test. They 
turned back, by a record vote of 
194 to 168, a motion to send the 
legislation back to the military 
committee, which would have had 
the effect of pigeon-holing it at 
least temporarily.

MOSCOW, May 3 (AP).—Mos- 
cow went delirious with joy over 
news of the fall of Berlin. 

The people laughed and cried 
and babbled incoherently. They 
shouted, they bowed in prayer, 
they hugged and kissed one an- 
other. They danced and they sang 
and they reveled in the news—for 
to most of them, apparently, the 
long-awaited fall of Berlin meant 
that the end of this war which 
has brought them such suffering 
was in sight. 

Their celebration grew by the 
hour, and no one paid attention to 
such things as the curfew. The 
police looked on indulgently, then 
joined in giving vent to their fee]- 
ings, and the celebration grew in 
volume. 

Usually thrifty people threw 
their hats in the air and paid no 
attention to where they landed. 

Twenty-four volleys fired by 324 
guns roared a galute to the con- 
querors of Berlin, which Marshal 
Stalin in a special order called 
“the center of German imperial- 
ism.” 

On every hand you heard the 
prediction: 


POST-DISPATCH 
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“This is the last salute, but one. 
That will be the one which means 
the war has ended. It can’t be 
far off.” 

Stalin had received word his 
son, Col. Vasily Stalin, a flyer, 
was mentioned among the Red 
Army commanders responsible for 
the city’s capture. 

The news last night had a stun- 
ning effect at first. After the two- 
day May day celebration, most of 
the populace had gone to bed 
early to get ready for the mor- 
row’s work. Telephone exchanges 
were Swamped as wives, sweet- 
hearts, children, mothers of men 
at the front began calling the glad 
tidings, and the people streamed 
into the streets. 


Bands in the hotels and restau- 
rants struck up Red Army tunes 
and the tunes of the Allied Na- 
tions. The people sang in the 
public places, and they sang in 
the apartments and they sang in 
the streets,

Would you care to elaborate 
this statement, if it is your view 
as President?” 

Before the reporter could finish 
the question, the Chief Executive 
quickly replied that his position 
had not changed a bit. He pointed 
out that the reason for the estab- 
lishment of such war agencies as 
the Office of Price Administration 
and the War Labor Board had 
been with one object in view—to 
prevent wild inflation, 

His position, he emphasized, was 
just as strong now as when he 
was Vice President, 

The President's statement is 
likely to have the same effect 
nationally as his statement as 
Vice President had on the Mis- 
souri CIO delegation, which was 
headed by Robert B. Logsdon, 
president of the St. Louis Indus- 
trial Union Council. Other mem- 
bers of the delegation included 
Oscar Ehrhardt, executive secre- 
tary; Joseph Applebaum of the St. 
Louis Gas Workers Union; Wil- 
liam Sentner, general vice presi- 
dent of the United Electrical 
Workers Union, and Frank Dowell 
of Kansas City, United Auto 
Workers.

Howard Owen charged that Mrs. 
Bilbo was guilty of disorderly con- 
duct in calling him “a damn Yan- 
kee.” Mrs. Bilbo charged, that 
Owen was disorderly in breaking 
a glass door at the entrance to her 
apartment. 

Judge Noble fined Owen $15, 
then said: “Apart from the joke 
we have down here about calling 
a person a ‘damn Yankee,’ I think 
we have precedent for the asser- 
tion that the use of the word 
‘damn’ is not cursing.”

“Whether he fled to his devils’ 
nest, to the other world or to the 
embraces of some Fascist protec- 
torate it’s all the same,” Tikhonov 
said. “We'll find out what actually 
happened to him, and if he has 
fled we'll find him no matter 
where he has found shelter.” 

The total of Germans taken in 
the final surrender of the capital, 
originally announced as_ 70,000, 
grew to 100,000. No announcement 
of the number of enemy troops 
killed was made, but in five days | 
preceding the city’s fall Soviet 
communiques had reported 87,500 
killed or captured in the battle.

Wehrmacht.” 

Allied headquarters announced 
that Maj. Gen. Charles S. Bolte of 
Richmond, Va., commander of the 
Thirty-fourth Infantry Division, 
tonight received the surrender of 
the Seventy-fifth German Army 
Corps of the Ligurian Aftmy ip 
northwestern Italy.

I have just signed an executive 
order designating Justice Jackson 
to this post. He and his staff will 
examine the evidence already gath- 
ered and being gathered by the 
United Nations War Crimes Com- 
mission in London and by the va- 
rious Allied armies and = other 
agencies; he will arrange for as- 
sembling the necessary additional 
evidence; and he will begin prepa- 
ration for the trial. 

It is our objective to establish 
as soon as possible an internation- 
al military tribunal; and to pro- 
vide a trial procedure which will 
be expeditious in nature and which 
will permit no evasion or delay— 
but one which is in keeping with 
our tradition of fairness towards 
those accused of crime. Steps to 
carry this out are actively under 
way. 

Arguments in the Supreme Court 
for the current term will conclude 
this week, and the court has or- 
dered adjournment on May 28. It 
is hoped that the trial of these 
war crimes cases will have been 
completed next October when the 
court reconvenes.

Barcelona’s Ritz hotel inspected 
the beds and furniture and pre- 
pared food, all brought to the 
prison from his hotel. This grim 
fortress is not famed for such 
luxuries. 


Laval did not expect to be treat- 
ed as a prisoner. A suite at the 
Ritz is reserved for him and his 
wife, but a protest by the Ameri- 
can Consul General, David M. Key, 
blocked Laval’s request to go 
there, 3 

The first thing Laval asked for 
was a radio and the first broad- 
cast he heard was the “Voice of 
America.” He expressed fears to 
Spaniards that he would be taken 
back to France, where a Marseille 
court already has sentenced him 
to death in absentia for “intelli- 
gence with the enemy.”

Donnelly Expected t to) 
Name Interstate Co-| 
operation Commission |} 
to Protect State.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 3. 
Gov. Donnelly is expected to desig- | 
nate the Missouri Commission on | 
Interstate Co-operation as the} 
state agency to co-operate with/ 
Army engineers and Federal au- 
thorities on flood control projects 
affecting the state, under a bill 
egg by the Legislature yester- 

ay. 

While the bill) which awaits 
eoncurrence of the House in minor 
amendments and the signature of | 

_ the Governor before it becomes ef- | 
fective, does not designate the| 
particular agency, the Senate de- 
bate clearly indicated a prefer- 
ence for the Interstate Co-opera- 
tion Commission. 

The debate. developed that the! 
thought in the minds of most of 
the Senators was more for a com-| 
mission to protect the interests of 
sections of the state than on co- 
operation in any broad program. | 

When it originated in the House | 
the bill designated the State De-/j| 
partment of Resources and Devel-j 
opment “or such other agency as | 
the Governor might ‘select,” but} 
the Senate struck out mention of 
the department, leaving the Gov-/| 
ernor a free hand in choosing any | 
agency or department of the state. 

Botk Branches Represented. 

The opinion that the Interstate 
Co-operation Commission will be | 
selected is based on the fact that 
it consists of five Senators, five | 
Representatives and five others, | 
three of whom are state employes | 
and two of whom are selected by/| 
the Governor. Thus both the ex-| 
ecutive and legislative branches of | 
the government are represented, | 
the two branches that might be| 
officially concerned in establish- | 
ing a state policy on flood con-| 
trol. 

Specifically, the agency estectel | 
is authorized in the bill to in- | 
vestigate, co-operate and protect | 
the state’s interests, subject to the | 
advice and approval of the Gov- | 
ernor. Its purpose’ will be, | 
through contact with the Federal | 
agencies, to ascertain Federal | 
plans for construction of projects | 
in Missouri, to inform the Gover- 
nor of the details of the plan, and 
to advise local communities of | 
projects affecting them. | 

From its reports, decisions | 
would be made as to whether | 
there should be co-operation or | 
protest by the state. 

This agency is separate from the | 
commission created to study the | 
Tennessee Valley Authority with a 
view to a recommendation as to 
whether the State should favor 
creation of an MVA for the Mis- 
souri Valley. The TVA commis- 
sion was authorized in a bill | 
passed several days ago and 
Signed by the Governor today. 

Creation of a new State Park 
Board, to be appointed by ¢he/| 
Governor, to replace the present 
board, consisting of the Governor, | 
‘Attorney General and Conserva- | 
tion Director, was approved in| 
the Senate. which, however, adopt- | 
ed several amendments, necessi- | 
tating return of the bill to the) 
House for concurrence.

Invasion Supported by U. S. Seventh Fleet 
—Yanks on Mindanao Advance 
to Davao.

MANILA, May 3 (AP).—Allied 
troops, opening a campaign to re- 
cover the rich Dutch East Indies, 
swept quickly toward Tarakan’s 
airdrome and Lingkas town to- 
day from beachheads easily es- 
tablished Tuesday on that impor- 
tant oil depot island just off 
northeastern Borneo. 

Americans on Mindanao island, 
in the southern Philippines, mean- 
while appeared on the point of 
taking the hemp port of Davao, 
center of prewar Japanese set- 
tlement, without the fierce fight 
they had expected. 

They advanced another six 
miles Tuesday to reach the west- 
ern edge of Davao city, last im- 
portant holding of the Japanese 
in that part of the Philippines. ~ 

In the Borneo invasion, Austral- 
ian troops, aided by a few Dutch 
Indonesian units, established two 
beachheads on Tarakan after the 
United States Fleet, augmented 
by Australian cruisers and de- 
stroyers and American, Dutch 
and Australian aircraft, had 
bombed and shelled oil storage 
tanks intermittently for four days. 
Thick, black smoke covered the 
southern beaches. 


Gen. Douglas MacArthur's com- 
munique, confirming earlier re- 
ports of the operation, said today 
the Japanese again were taken by 
surprise and failed to offer any 
organized resistance to the land- 
ing. The landing parties met only 
scattered small arms fire. 

MacArthur said the operation 
virtually severed the Japanese 
holdings to the south and that an 
Allied base on Tarakan would 
complete a chain of airfields which 
would enable a “strike at enemy 
forces anywhere in the South- 
west Pacific. 

Spencer Davis, Associated Press 
correspondent with the invasion 
forces, said the landing was ef- 
fected against slight opposition 
after Australian engineers blasted 
channels through steel] and wood- 
en landing obstacles just below the 
surface. 

Davis said the Japanese with- 


drew inland and that no enemy 
planes were seen on the opening 
day, 

Tarakan itself was a producer 
of exceptionally pure oil before 
the Japanese moved in but the 
Dutch destroyed their installa- 
tions while a small force held off 
the Japanese in January, 1942, a 
few days before the capitulation. 


Evidently the Japanese rebuilt 
some of these installations. James 
Hutcheson, Associated Press cor- 
respondent with the Seventh Fleet,

WITH AMERICAN’ TROOPS

ABOARD HOSPITAL SHIP 
COMFORT AT A WESTERN PA- 
CIFIC BASE, May 3 (AP). 
Twenty-nine persons were killed 
when a Japanese suicide plane 
crashed into the hospital ship 
Comfort off Okinawa Saturday 
night, but one of the ship’s_physi- 
cians said that “everybody did his 
job.” 

All the doctors and nurses killed 
were at work operating. (Previous 
reports have said six Army nurses, 
five medical officers and six pa- 
tients were among the dead.) 


The Japanese plane’s engine 
went through the superstructure 
deck, the deck, the main deck and 
the second deck.

After the explosion of the 
attack plane’s bomb and gasoline 
supply, tanks containing oxygen 
and nitrous oxide which were be- 
ing used for the anaesthetic also 
blew up and hurled Nurse Bachel- 
er to the deck, 


“All hell broke loose,” she said. 
“Bulkheads were flying through 
the air. I remember being thrown 
into the operating table stirrups 
and then picking myself off the 
floor. Then I started calling the 
names of the people who had been 
there in Surgery Three, trying to 
find out if they were all right.” 

Most of those in the room were 
killed,

Organizational Meetings. 


Conference routine today was 
limited to organization meetings 
of commissions and committees. 
Their job is to work over the 
scores of amendments that have 
been proposed to the Dumbarton 
Oaks plan written by the United 
States, Britain, Russia and China 
at Washington last fall. 

Behind the scene, the real 
issues that will have to be settled 
here were beginning to take defi- 
mite shape. Among these the 
question of the powers of the 
security council seemed certain to 
become the most hotly debated. 

Under the Dumbarton Oaks plan 
the council of five permanent 
powers—the United States, Russia, 
France, China and Britain—would 
have the right to call out security 
forces any time efforts to prevent 
a breach of the peace failed. A 
negative vote of one of the Big 
Five powers would block action. 

This plan was expressly based 
on the theories (1) that the na- 
tions which had the armies should 
have most of the authority in de- 
ciding how to use them and (2) 
that the big powers must concur 
on all important actions if they 
are to avoid trouble among them- 
selves. 


Regional Veto Idea.

An example of the Nazi torture 
methods was cited \in the case of 
seventeen French résistance mem- 
bers taken\from a “prison \at St.

The vast and powerful empire which Adolf 
Hitler had assembled by means of treachery and 
force is in the last stage of crumbling into dust. 
And along with it are crumbling the physical 
assets of Germany, built by the toil and skill of 
its people for generations past. A terrific price 
is being paid, and will be paid, by the Germans 
for following the leadership of the man who 
made murder a national policy. 

Allied power is everywhere irresistible. 

Unconditional Nazi surrender at last ends the 
long and grueling struggle on the Italian front, 
which begah with the invasion of Sicily in July, 
1943. 5 

What’s left of Berlin capitulates to the slug- 
ging Russians after a siege of only 12 days. 

German troops in Denmark are cut off by the 
British capture of Luebeck. Hamburg, declared 
an open city, surrenders. 

There are reports of imminent mass surrender 
in Holland, of Germans laying down their arms 
to Danish officials, of preparations to give up in 
Norway. 

Apparently there is not at the moment a single 
authority capable of directing the last staggers 
of resistance in the carved-up Reich and its re- 


maining fragments of conquest, or of bringing - 


about an all-out surrender. 

Himmler tried to negotiate capitulation, but 
his offer was unacceptable. Doenitz, the new 
Fuehrer, tried to rally fresh resistance, but 
more surrenders have followed. Already his 
voice is discredited, for his story of Hitler’s 
death as a heroic fighter was debunked in less 
than 24 hours after Doenitz broadcast it. What- 
ever the cause of the Hitler exit—suicide, a 
stroke, illness, assassination or attempted escape 
—the attempt to glorify it for German posterity 
has failed. 

When Marshal Graziani told his section of the 
Axis forces in Italy of the decision to surrender, 
he said: “Further resistance would be, so far 
as I, your commander, am concerned, criminal.” 
This very sensible reasoning was speedily ac- 
cepted by Col. Gen. Von Veitinghoff-Scheel, 
commander of the remaining German forces in 
the upper end of the peninsula. It is a precept 
that should be recognized by every Nazi chief- 
tain with a handful of troops left to command. 

Further resistance is both criminal and use- 
less. 

The capitulation in Italy opens the back door 
to the so-called redoubt, where Nazism was sup- 
posed to make its last stand. Germany has been 
split into pieces, and then the pieces nave been 
split again. The garrisons in Czechoslovakia, 
Denmark and Norway are cut off beyond hope 
of aid. No prospect is left for the last defend- 
ers of a hopelessly lost cause except surrender 
or capture or death. The sooner they, too, quit, 
the better for all. 

The twilight of the gods has fallen on the 
once proud seats of authority at Berlin and 
Berchtesgaden. The eternal night for Nazism 
is at hand. And then the glorious sunrise, if 
our statesmen are wise enough, of a day when 
democracy and security reign throughout the 
world. 
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The Bach Festival

The Fall of Berlin 


On a May day four years ago, Adolf Hitler, 
Fuehrer above Kings, expressed his _ inde- 
structible will in fitting heroic terms: “Neither 
force nor time shall make us yield, let alone 
break us.” Today a people despised of Hitler 
hold a Berlin yielded and broken. Hitler is dead 
—or at least out of the picture. Men, the mak- 
ers of history, have answered the beast. 

“The Reich and its allies represent in military, 
economic and, above all, moral aspects, a force 
which is superior to any possible coalition in the 
world.” Military might? Warsaw patriots strug- 
gled last fall for 63 days with no help from 
the outside. Madrid, abandoned by the sleeping 


West, held out 28 months against all the novel. 


destruction that Spanish, Italian and German 
Fascists could hurl. Stalingrad’s besiegers were 
turned back after 162 days. Proud Berlin, of 
whose invincibility Hitler had boasted, was taken 
in 12. : 

Was economics mentioned? Morality? Berlin 
is, other German cities are or are becoming, an 
economy of rubble. The very name of Germany 
stinks of rotting flesh, the destiny of once erect 
men and women and little children whose sin 
was difference. To the heaps of blasted in- 
nocents are now added rotten hulks of the 
beast’s own minions, ignobly squatted over the 
firing mouths of their own guns rather than face 
the avenging world—more fuel for the flames of 
pestilence to come. 

A long, a sick and bloody 12 years ago, the 
smoke of incendiary deception lifted Adolf Hitler 
to mastery. Tuesday, May day, the day when 
the little people celebrate their escape from op- 
pression, the red flag of the deceiver’s scape- 
goat was hoisted over the ruins of the German 
Reichstag. Hitler, they say, is dead. 

Hitler had not planned it so. No Caesar ever 
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had. Nor, as we may tell ourselves once again 
in this hour of costly wisdom, was it ever in- 
tended that a Caesar should have his wicked 
span. 
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Big Jobs After V-E Day, Too 

President Truman shows good foresight in his 
urgent appeal to key people in the war agencies 
not to go home after V-E day but to “stick 
until the battle is won,” and in his decision to 
make an appeal to war workers to stay on their 
jobs when the good news comes. Our imminent 
victory over Germany is a mighty step, but it 
would be a tragic blunder for any of us to as- 
sume that the road to Tokyo will not be paid 
for with blood, sweat and tears. 

Military authorities are already planning the 
redeployment of European veterans in the Pa- 
cific, a task described as by long odds the most 
difficult we have undertaken in the whole war. 
America’s civilian economy must arm, feed and 
supply that total war on the other side of the 
globe. 

The President puts it none too strongly when 
he terms the tasks ahead no less vital to the 
stability of our free institutions than these al- 
ready faced and done, He set a good example in 
declining to order a two-day holiday to mark 
the German surrender when it comes. His own 
unremitting attention to the urgent tasks at 
hand reinforces his statement that agencies can- 
not afford to relax their efforts or to disband 
their staffs until the total job has been doné. 

We hope executives eager to get back to 
private business will respond promptly with the 
requested pledge not to go home on V-E day. 
We have pointed out repeatedly that it will cost 
us much in lives and treasure if V-E day brings 
a sag in morale and a disastrous tendency to 
think that all is over but the shouting in the 
war with Japan. 

Not only the executives in the Government 
agencies, but war-plant workers and the people 
as a whole, must keep continually in mind the 
Truman warning that “the nation cannot yet al- 
low any man to leave his post of duty.” The 
ship of state must be safe in the harbor before 
that is done. 
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Lilienthal Reappointed 

Hard upon a visitation by Senator McKellar 
urging a contrary course, President Truman has 
done a wise and courageous thing by asking 
the Senate to confirm the reappointment of 
David E. Lilienthal to the Tennessee Valley 
Authority board of directors. 

President Truman, whose whole record is one 
of approving and encouraging efficiency and 
economy in public office, shows again that he 
can recognize, and does not fear to indorse, 
exceptional public service. The Senate, we are 
sure, will concur in the same reason. 
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School Reform in the Legislature 

Representative Columbo’s bill for St. Louis 
School Board reform, as amended and unani- 
mously approved by the House Education Com- 
mittee, is a considerable improvement on the 
wriginal version. There is ground for real hope 
that its enactment will do much to clean up the 
administration of this city’s school affairs. 

The improvement comes in giving the voters a 
chance to indicate their approval or disapproval 
of board members at the next general election 
following their appointment. Originally, mem- 
bers would have held office entirely through 
being chosen by the Mayor, from a panel pre- 
pared by a citizen committee. This would 
have been a half-way measure, merely substitut- 
ing appointment for election. The plan ap- 
proved embodies the best points of both meth- 
ods, though the nominating panel might have 
been made more representative. 

One addition the bill still needs is a provision 
to reduce the size of the board, from its present 
unwieldy membership of 12 to, say, seven. The 
public cannot easily watch a dozen members’ 
individual records. So large a board, one of the 
country’s biggest, perforce turns over its busi- 
ness almost in toto to committees, which may 
function in secret. Board meetings are merely 
cut-and-dried ratification sessions. It would be 
a great reform to get rid of the committee evil, 
which was Vigorously denounced in the Strayer 
survey some years ago. And the St. Louis schools 
needs a merit system, too. 

Despite the omissions, Mr. Columbo’s bill is a 
fine constructive move, for which St. Louisans, 
concerned over their school system’s welfare, 
should be grateful. We hope it will be broad- 
ened, vigorously supported by the Mayor and 
soon enacted. 
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Necessarily Gruesome 


Without seeing the film “Atrocities,” we take 
no side in the controversy over its release to the 


Hays office member theaters. Sufely this is a 
subject, above all others, in which commercialism 
should be shunned, and if the Hays office can- 
not block it, spontaneous public indignation 
should. To that end, the Army would be well 
advised to impose appropriate safeguards on the 
use of atrocity scenes, as it is in a position to do. 

The Hays office, however, is clearly in the 
wrong in objecting to scenes “repeated just for 
their gruesomepess.” 
or overlooks the whole purpose of displaying pic- 
tures of the horrifying disclosures. The scenes 
ARE gruesome; they are unpleasant to behold. 

So be it. This is a time when the film in- 
dustry needs to be brutal to its patrons. In the 
weeks and months to come, no program should 
be without a display of the truth about the Nazi 
camps. For in that way, as in perhaps no other, 
those of us who have made only petty sacrifices 
may at last begin to get an idea of what we are 
fighting against in this war. If we in America 
can get sick enough of war, surely we can pre- 
vent a sequel, for our European allies are sick 
of war from the physical sight and smell. 

The aim of murder camp displays does leave 
the way open for some exercise of art in-timing. 
If individual doses are too large, audiences may 
grow hardened. That can be avoided by keeping 
the doses short and prolonging them over a con- 
siderable period. But to avoid repetition be- 
cause it is gruesome is to throw away an educa- 
tional weapon as great as any this war has pro- 
vided, grisly though it is.

While the war's slaughter and sacrifice have bittten deep, the 
industrial revolution is in full swing all over Soviet Union, visitor 
of reports; students work with furious zeal, and illiteracy has been 
cut to 10 per cent; there is no “lost generation,” he declares.

Soviet Russia’s territories run in a solid 
belt, 5000 miles long and as much as 2000 
miles deep, through the heart of the huge 
land-mass of the Old World. On the iron 
earth has been hammered an iron people, 
who speak with one voice, and who live in 
a place the area of the moon. They are a 
formidable phenomenon—particularly when 
there are nearly 200,000,000 of them. 


There is an unlimited vigor and determi- 
nation manifest in the U. S.°S. R., not only 
for the proseéution of the war, but for the 
development of the country in the forth- 
coming peace, The recovery from the Ger- 
man invasion has been rapid, though the 
injuries were very great. 


Their Pride of Accomplishment 


There is an intense desire for education, 
technical education, professional education, 
artistic and literary education, and for the 
study of pure knowledge for itself. In the 
middle of the war, the University of Baku, 
in the Republic of Azerbaijan, introduced 
the study of Greek. ; 

The atmosphere of the U. 8S. S. R. is the 
atmosphere of an industrial revolution in 
full. swing. New plants, new processes, 
higher outputs, tighter disciplines—these 
things are hailed and encouraged, literally 
with banners, 

There is everywhere the strain, which we 
all feel, of war, and the shortages, which 
we all feel, of consumer goods. Housing, 
clothes, rations are stereotyped and lim- 
ited. A consumer demand of tremendous 
strength will be released in Russia the mo- 
ment the war ends, : 

And in Soviet Russia there is a great 
pride in accomplishment, with a _ corre- 
sponding desire to show their achievements 
to others. There is a desire to know how 
other peoples live, to enjoy true good will, 
to obtain their co-operation. 

Above all, there is a desire to obtain their 
understanding and respect. It was strong 
in Leningrad, where the chairman of the 
City Soviet said: ‘We are not barbarians. 
That was a slander. Tell them of our cul- 
ture and: not only of the siege when you 
tell of Leningrad.” 


Restoration Toilsome and Slow 


It was equally strong in far-away Uzbe- 
kistan in Central Asia, where the President 
said: “Let us send you our singers, our 


music, our opera. Let our artists show your 


people our country. They, too, have some- 
thing new to say.” 

They take it for granted that the world 
knows how they gathered and munitioned 
the Red Army. They want to demonstrate 
that they also belong to the nations of the 
Old World culture, who live in the world as 
neighbors and as fri@mdly rivals seeking to 
surpass each other in the tasks of peace. 

The frightful slaughter and suffering 
have bitten deep. All over the Soviet Union 
broken plants and, what is much more im- 
portant, broken lives, are an endless reé- 
minder that the works of peace cannot be 
safeguarded without the acceptance of the 
risk of war. That risk, it is felt, is too 
heavy for any shoulders, even the broad 
shoulders of Russia, to carry unaided. 

Restoration is in progress, but it is toil- 
some and slow. People greet the building 
of a new factory as the Middle Ages greet- 
ed the building of a new cathedral. Men 
are willing to be led and driven and dis- 


ciplined, to a point which in more easy- 
going times or climes would produce a re- 
volt. 


Men will endure, as we saw at Stalin- 
grad, to live in holes in the ground and 
carry water on their shoulders, and yet 
put up a row of great factory chimneys 
with the date “1944” proudly inlaid into 
their brand-new, spotless brickwork. 


The Students’ Furious Zeal 


“Nothing is impossible to a live man,” 
said an oil-driller to me at Baku. There 
is a drunkenness of determination, a rage 
of power, which comes over meh at times 
and makes them invincible. 


The most important people we saw in 
Russia were the boys and the girls pour- 
ing up from the schools into the universi- 
ties and the technical institutes. The black- 
haired student of the nineteenth century is 
no further out-of-date than his nephew, the 
red-haired revolutionary of the twentieth. 


What hag emerged is a student full of 
certainties—a student, if you like, full even 
of social orthodoxy. This student is filled 
with a furious zeal for work which is fos- 
tered in every possible way. 


What is strange is that no one can re- 
member exactly how all this took place. 
Take the republics that fringe the Southern 
frontiers of the U.S. 8. R. Before the Rev- 
olution, the literate population was of the 
order of 10 per cent or less. The illiterates 
were 90 per cent. Now the proportion has 
been reversed. 

Provision for adult. education in “the 
three R’s’” has been abandoned, or trans- 
formed. The girls are going to be aero- 
dynamic engineers—the boys petroleum 
technologists, plant breeders, textile-ma- 
chinery engineers. The nomads have 
walked off the steppes into the libraries, 


Impact of the New Generation 


No one can describe exactly how this 
happened. ‘“‘Teachers came from Moscow. 
We had special classes ourselves. We had 
no time to think whether we could get staff 
enough to run all these universities and 
transform primary and secondary school 
teaching as well. We just went ahead.” 

The great universities of Moscow and 
Leningrad, with their great libraries, one 
takes for granted. It is the university work 
in the provinces and in the remoter repub- 
lics which impressed me so much, 


When one enters the fume-laden labora- 
tories, or passes along the dingy corridors, 
buzzing with students—active, shabby, pre- 
occupied, going on their own thousand-and- 
one errands and enterprises, and only turn- 
ing to look at distinguished strangers as 
they would at elephants or any other iIr- 
relevant phenomenon—-one feels the impact 
of the new generation. 

The basis of all this ig quite simple. It 
is the birth-rate, the unslackened upward 
rise of a population nearly 200,000,000 
strong, whose natural increase, within the 
next 50 years, will be greater at present 
rates than the whole population of the 
greater German Reich. There ig no lost 
generation in the Soviet Union.

End to British Rule in India 
Is Inevitable, a Briton Says 


“Strangers in India,” by Penderel Moon, (Reynal 


& Hitchcock, New Yerk.) 

Much ripe wisdom and clear perception 
of Indian problems are packed into this 
small book of fewer than 200 pages. The 
author, a 39-year-old Englishman who 
served 15 years in the Indian Civil Service, 
has the advantage of youth as well as of 
experience and tenure of important posts 
in the administration. Hig book is defi- 
nitely refreshing in that it is one of the 
fairest, most candid and least biased that 
has appeared in a field more noted for 
quantity and controversy than for quality 
and objectivity. 

The author accepts as d major premise 
that in the postwar India there will be little 
room left for Englishmen except as tech- 
nical and scientific experts. He takes it 
for granted that the ties that have held 
India so long to England’s apron-strings 
are about td be cut; whether for good or 
ill he does not attempt to say. 
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The reason, he admits, is that the In- 
diangs no longer trust the British. They 
have lost faith in them. Even the promise 
of complete independence at the end of the 
war, first made on behalf of the British 
Government by Sir Stafford Cripps and 
since reaffirmed, is viewed with suspicion. 
Indians do not believe the British really 
mean it—and Mr. Moon himself is not sure. 

The British, he says, have lost the right 
to rule India because they have lost a sense 
of definite purpose; they have ceased to 
lead. They started out confidently 150 
years ago to confer on India the blessings 
of British rule—equal justice, the rule of 
law, peace and order. Then, a couple of 
generations ago, they substituted a differ- 
ent goal—to lead India along the path of 
democratic self-government. But now they 
no longer believe they can reach that goal. 

Mr. Moon says: “It is not that Indians 
are congenitally incapable of governing 
themselves—any such proposition is ridic- 
ulous—but merely that they cannot govern 
themselves in the particular way which we 
had proposed. For it is not consonant with 
India’s past history or present stage of 
social development.” 
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So the British are caught today in two 
minds, Yet they can’t go backward, says 
this writer, with a conviction born out of 
experience. They must go forward, what- 
ever the mistakes of the past—and stop 
faltering. They must honor their solemnly 
given pledge without further quibbling. 

Here he sees the need for a decided 
change of attitude on Britain's part, more 
especially toward the imprisoned leaders of 
the 1942 civil disobedience movement, who 
were then, as they still remain, India’s na- 
tional leaders. “India is not likely to re- 
gard them as fifth columnists; and if we 
so regard them, our relations with India 
will not be on a sound footing.” So he 
suggests that the British would do well to 
stop harping on the communal problem and 
reproving India for her divisions. Instead, 
he urges them to put right what is wrong 
in their present relationship with India.

of the Steering or Executive Committee, or at the Opera House for 
a plenary session, crowds gather almost feverishly to watch the 
People’s Commissar and his flying wedge of husky bodyguards make 


their entrance. His Cadillac, with 


its red silk flag bearing the Ham- 


mer and Sickle emblem of the proletarian U.S.8S.R., rolls up to the 
curb and discharges its diplomatic cargo ag importantly as if it were 
the howdah of an Indian Prince. And the impromptu audience is as 


fascinated as if it were. 


It is important. to an under- 
standing of Russia’s role at San 
Francisco, perhaps important to 
the success ef the conference it- 
self, to note the changes in Molo- 
tov’s demeanor since he first ar- 
rived at Mills Airport a week ago 
last Tuesday. 

Since Yalta, aloofness, -. suspi- 
cions and misunderstandings have 
grown up. Something of this was 
written in. Molotov’s expression 
that first day. He looked so grim 
as to be almost defensive. His 
gaze stabbed coldly straight ahead, 
flickered only when he bowed 
stiffly in formal greeting. He 
flashed none of the surprising 
charm and  self-assurance that 


have since been turned on for the! 


press and from’ the podium. 

The extraordinary precautions 
taken for the Russijan’s protec- 
tion have added ‘to the curiosity 
of the crowds that gathered at 
the St. Francis to watch him ar- 
rive, and that have followed him 
evers since. There seems little 
doubt that this unexpected pop- 
ularity has .pleased and warmed 
him immensely. 


How Molotov Looks. 


The easiest way to describe Mol- 
otov igs to say that he looks like 
a Russian version of Oswald Gar- 
rison Villard, who, in turn, looks 
like a scholarly version of Theo- 
dore Roosevelt. Yet Molotov’s 
face in repose lacks the distinc- 
tion of either of those men. His 
smile is two-geared—sometimes a 
half-smile, which gives the im- 
mange of an inner, guarded 
rony, and again a wide, beaming 
Smile that is almost Rotarian. 

Since he arrived here, both 
smiles are increasingly in evi- 
dence, and they make his face 
look benign, No devotee of striped 
pants, either actually or figur- 
atively, his dress is that of a 
typical American business man— 
if anything, a little neater than 
most American business men. 

It is as appropriate that Molo- 
tov’s name means “hammer” as 
that Stalin’s translates into “steel.” 
Both men, with singular foresight, 
chose the names by which they 
are now known. 

@e The Hammer has lived up to his 
name in San Francisco. He has 
been a central figure in every ma- 
jor controversy so far and, win or 
lose, is in there punching to the 
last. Diplomacy to him is not 
polite exercise in meaningless gen- 
eralities, but a gloves-off contest. 

The first taste of the Molotov 
Manner came after he had pro- 
tested the naming of Stettinius as 
president of the conference, and 
insisted that all the inviting na- 
tiows should be represented in the 
presidency. *When the old for- 
mality of courtesy that antedates 
the Congress of Vienna was 
pointed out, his reply was blunt. 
He did not need to be told any- 
thing about diplomacy, and as for 
courtesy, this meeting wasn’t any 
tea party. 


Fight Over Chairmanship. 


Molotov’s. fight for rotating 
¢chairmanships of the important 
committees was not as capricious 
as it seems, particularly if he 
knows his history. The chairman- 
ship of the Austrian Metternich, 
on one similar occasion, and of 
the French Clemenceau, on an- 
other, had been decidedly discrim- 
inatory. Perhaps the Foreign Com- 
missar was fearful lest history re- 
peat itself to Russia’s disadvan- 
tage in San Francisco. 

He was, however, forced to ac- 
cept the compromise of a rotating 
presidency, and it was a clew to 
his wry humor that he formally 
thanked the delegations for that 
honor at the first plenary session 
over which he presided. Even 
those seated in the balcony could 
detect the twinkle in his eye. 
_It was on the ceremonial occa- 
sion of the first ‘plenary session 
that the Hammer opened up Rus- 
gia’s heavy diplomatic artillery. 
There were noticeable winces from 
some members of the audience 
when he reminded them of the 
Soviet Government’s' exclusion 
from the old League; of the fail- 
ure to consult Russia about the 
bad bargain made at Munich. 

“Before the war,” he said _ re- 
proachfully, “the warning voice of 
the Soviet Republic was not heard 
with due attention.” Molotov’s 
predecessor, Litvinov, fought vain- 
ly for a collective security system 
to guard against German aggres- 
sion. Stalin saw German and 
Italian intervention in Spain as a 
prelude and training ground. for 
World War II. He sent Russian 


help to Spain, while Britain and 
France adhered to the mockery of 
the non-intervention agreement. 
Molotov made it clear that these 
old slights were not yet forgotten. 

In the same, speech, he called 
sharp attention to the failures of 
the League of Nations. He said 
the League “betrayed the hopes of 
those whoa believed in it” and that 
no one wishes to restore a League 
which not only failed to interfere 
with aggressors, but sometimes 
lulled outright the nations’ vigi- 
lance with regard to impending 
aggression. 


Some Tricky Arguments. | 


Molotov’s chief-concern in San 
Francisco hag been to obtain ad- 
mission of the Polish Government 
at Warsaw. In this he has thus 
far failed. Yet in doing so he has 
won the grudging admiration of 
all who like to see a shrewd and 
resourceful fighter in action. 

Some of Molotov’s methods have 
been criticised. They. have _ de- 
cidedly not been according’ to 
Hoyle as old-style diplomats would 
play the game. Some of his argu- 
ments for the Warsaw Govern- 
ment have been tricky and spe- 
cious. He tried to use the Argen- 
tine as a trading point. He witti- 
ly quoted Roosevelt and Hull as 
to the nature of the Argentine 
Government. He asked why such 
a Johnny-come-lately as the Ar- 
gentine should be admitted to 
the United Nations family while 
Poland, which has fought and suf- 
fered so much, was excluded. He 
even tried to use the Philippines 
and India as trading points. He 
played his game on Poland like a 
Missouri horse trader at a county 
fair 

The boys around the cracker 
barrel would understand his bar- 
gaining technique, even though 
the spats-and-striped-pants set 
chose to regard it as mysterious. 

Underlying the whole Molotov 
attitude toward Poland is grim 
Soviet determination to insure a 
line of physical defense for Rus- 
sia just in case other programs 
for world security are only partly 
successful. It was across Poland 
that the Wehrmacht rolled east- 
ward for the second time in 30 
years. 


His Concern Over Poland. 


Molotov’s interest in a friendly 
Poland is no more peculiar than 
our concern over the islands in the 
Pacific from which the Japs 
launched their attack on Pearl 
Harbor and the Philippines. 

When Molotov took the fight 
against immediate admission of 
the Argentine to the conference 
floor on Monday, he knew he was 
licked. He didn’t have the votes. 
He had been licked in the Execu- 
tive Committee and licked in the 
Steering Committee. Nevertheless, 
he summoned a quick press con- 
ference just before the plenary 
session to present his point of 
view and; at the session, provided 
what has been by far the most 
dramatic spectacle of the confer- 
ence. 

When he appeared on the plat- 
form to present his clever case, he 
made his points like a hammer 
driving in nails. He spoke in Rus- 
sian, of course, but instead of de- 
livering his whole address he 
stopped at each’ point to let his 
shadow, Pavlov, translate it into 
English. 


In a Slugging Match. 


Colombia’s Dr, Camargo, Mex- 
ico’s Padilla and Peru’s Belaundi 
struck back hard, as the audience 
tensely watched one of the finest 
diplomatic slugging matches ever 
held in the open. Apart from the 
issue involved, Molotov had given 
the audience and the world an 
example of the principle of “open 


covenants openly arrived at,” for. 


which Weodrow Wilson vainly 
struggled at Versailles. 
Molotov is symbolic in his way 


of the new Russia created by this / 


war, as Gen. De Gaulle is sym- 
bolic of the new France. Both are 
stubborn and cocky, sensitive and 
suspicious. 

Molotov speaks for a nation that 
is winning a fight over an inferi- 
ority complex. To that may be at- 
tributed his excessive truculence. 
But his truculence, and his direct 
and positive way of talking and 
acting, have given tnis conference 
color and excitement. And he has, 
however accidentally, set a pat- 
tern of open and democratic de- 
bate, which is just about the most 
wholesome thing that could be 
done for a meeting charged with 
a democratic mission.

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RUSSIAFOR AUSTRIAN 
OCCUPATION BY Bla 3 


Agrees in Principle to Joint 
Supervision—Test for 
Allied Co-operation. 


' SAN FRANCISCO, May 3 (AP). 
—Russia is reported here to have 
egreed in principle to joint Big 
Three occupation and supervision 
of Austria until that country is 
ready for its promised freedom 
and independence. 

Details of occupation zones have 
been worked out through the Eu- 
ropean Advisory Commission at 
London, say ranking Allied offi- 
cials here for the United Nations 
conference. Formal agreement is 
siated as soon as a few technicali- 


ties have been cleared away. 

Officials said that, in the main, 
the plan calls for three zones. Pre- 
sumably the Russians will have 
the eastern zone, the British a 
southern zone joining their Italian 
theater command, and the United 
States a northern zone linking 
with the American zone in Ger- 
many. 

The plan for joint control has 
gone forward without respect to 
the fact that the Russians recent- 
ly announced a new government 
for Austria. 

Indications here are the United 
States and Britain find nothing 
objectionable in the political 
makeup of this government, which 
includes representatives of various 
other parties, among them two 
Communists. * 

What drew criticism, it was 
learned, is that Russia failed to 
consult the United States and 
Britain about the new government 
beforehand and only sent word of 
its formation when it was too late 
for them to say whether or not 
they like it. 

There is no hard and fast agree- 
ment for joint contro) of the polit- 
ical affairs of Austria at the out- 
set, but American and British offi- 
cials have expected it would work 
out that way under both the Mos- 
cow declaration, promising Aus- 
tria its eventual independence, 
and the Yalta Big Three agree- 
ment providing for commissions, 
when needed, to handle the affairs 
of liberated European countries. 

Efforts to get a Big Three 
agreement on Austria have been 
underway for months. The west- 
ern allies are concerned lest Rus- 
zian domination over Eastern Eu- 
rope be extended into Central 
Europe, say Washington diplo- 
mats. 

They have never recognized any 
| primary interest as far west as 
| Austria and that country has come 
, to be regarded as a sort of test- 
ing ground of the ability of the 
Allies to co-operate. Since Aus- 
tria is to be prepared for inde- 
pendence rather than to be treat- 
ed as a defeated enemy like Ger- 
many, the immediate postwar pe- 
riod may produce many delicate 
\ problems.

The Polish question has been a 
source of controversy among the 
major powers for over two years. 
If, as some of us for so long 
urged, a provisional security coun- 
cil of the United Nations had been 
in existence during the latter war 
years, this, as well as many other 
political issues, would have been 
settled before the end of the war 
in Europe. Machinery would then 
have existed with which to solve 
such issues. They would have been 
far easier to adjust then than now. 
That political machinery of the 
United Nations does not even yet 
exist. It must stil] be created by 
the San Francisco conference. 


Certainly the kind of interna- 
tional organization in which the 
American people believe cannot be 
based upon a foundation which 
does not recognize the inalienable 
right of every independent people 
freely to elect their Ov. govern- 
ment. As matters now stand, the 
only way in which that right can 
be assuied is through the guaran- 
ty and with the support of all of 
the United Nations represented in 
the future world organization. 


An article published on April 25 
in the Soviet Army newspaper, 
Red Star, contained this state- 
ment: 


ment invariably fought 
friendly co-existence of nations, 
for rebuff to war mongers and 
for collective gecurity. 

“It will defend these main prin- 
ciples of its foreign policy also at

Neither Russian security, nor 
collective security, can be achieyed 
through an international organi- 
zation unless “friendly” govern- 
ments exist within all of the mem- 
ber states in the organization.

ocratic self-government. The best 
way to assure the “friendly co- 
existence of nations” is through 
resort to democracy.

O matter how hot the days 

may come and how great the 

appeal of cold foods, we still 
need to eat at least one hot food at 
each meal. Cold fruit or vegetable 
salad which are some of the most 
refreshing of spring and summer- 
time foods team up pérfectly with 
a hot quick bread. These rolled 
oat muffins contain some protein, 
also minerals and vitamins. To 
put them in tune with hot weather 
foods, bake them in tiny muffin 
tins, and there won’t be as much 
of a terfdency to consume more 
than one should. Nine times out 
of 10 if an individual is in the 
habit of eating two medium muf- 
fins, he will stop with two and 
not more than three tiny ones 
even though the three are con- 
siderably less than the two med- 
ium muffins. And whether it’s 
90 or 75 in the shade, serve the 
muffins sizzling hot while their 
crust is crisp and crunchy, 


Rolled Oat Muffins. 


One cup milk, one cup quick- 
cooking rolled oats, two table- 
spoons shortening, one cup all-pur- 
pose flour, four teaspoons baking 
powder, one teaspoon salt, one 
third cup brown sugar, firmly 
packed; one-half cup raisins, one 
egg, well beaten. Heat milk to 
scalding point over hot water; stir 
in rolled oats and shortening, and 
let cool. Meanwhile, sift the flour, 
measure, and resift with the bak- 
ing powder and salt into the mix- 
ing bowl; ad@ brown sugar, and 
raisins which have been washed 
and dried, and mix well. When 
oatmeal mixture has cooled to 
lukewarm, add beaten egg and 
stir into dry ingredients until just 
mixed, but not smooth. Dip quick- 
ly into buttered muffin tins, fill- 
ing them two-thirds full, and bake 
in a moderately hot oven (425 de- 
grees Fahrenheit) for 18 to 20 
minutes. Six to eight medium muf- 
fins. 

Breakfast: Stewed apricots, hot 
cooked wheat cereal, toast, 

Luncheon: Corn, potato and to- 
mato casserole, pickled beets, 
bread, vanilla pudding. 


Dinner: Bouillon, avocado 
shrimp salad, buttered broccoli, 
potato chips, rolled oat muffins, 
macaroons, sliced oranges drizzled 
with honey.

T this spring, but good weather 
should_be just around the corner, 
giving’ St. Louis gardeners a 
chance to catch up with their 
planting calendars. 

The fact that the planting 
calendar listed onion sets and 
plants a month ago doesn’t mean 
it is too late to put out sets, which 
are still in the stores. Remember, 
dime-size onion sets are best for 
big “storing” onions and the 
bigger sets are all right for a fast 
trip to “green-eating” stage. Those 
large sets quickly send up a heavy 
center stalk that develops a seed 
top, but you won't have to con- 
sider that, indeed, that fast 
growth is an advantage for grow- 
ing green onions. | 
_ Cabbage wag also on the plant- 
ing list a few w@eks ago and 
maybe some of. you believe you 
won't be able to boast about big 
heads this season. I think the 
plants now at the storeg are better 
bets that you would have gotten 
had you started on time. Setting- 
out cabbages should be five or 
more inches high with. sturdy 
stems and bright green leaves. 
Well-branched, long roots assure 
you that they will do a good job 
of re-connecting the plant’s plumb- 
ing and feeding system in the new 
site, 


In case of sunny or hot windy 
weather, provide some _ anti-wilt 
protection when you set out 
plants. Old flower pots, berry 
baskets, tin cans with one end 
cut off and several holes punched 
in the other, or a cap folded 
from old newspaper will work 
almost ag well as the “Hotkaps,” 
a wartime scarcity. Harden the 
plants by taking off the pro- 
tectors for a short time the fol- 
lowing afternoon. ~ You can leave 
them off all night if you are sure 
you will have time to put them 
baek should the following day be 
bright and hot. Depending on the 
weather, you may want to wait 
two or three days before finally 
removing the anti-wilt aids. 


About your beans: Usually they 
come up in seven to nine days, 
and many gardeners are worried 


bean rows are still all 
brown. Scratch around and give 
two or three of the bean seeds 
the once-over. If they are mushy, 
or the germinating tip has come 
through and turned brown, the 
cold hag rotted them. If that un- 
derground stalk looks like an 
ivory cane-handle, there is still a 
good future for the plantings. In 
that first case, you, like many of 
the farmers, will have to \re- 
plant those rows—in the second 
case, I’d suggest a liquid tonic 
when the beans are about four 
inches high and their first leaves 
have spread out. Figure about 
one-half pound of Victory garden 
fertilizer to a gallon of water for 
25 feet of row. It is

has delayed insect offensives. 
There are few caterpillars on the 
cabbages, few aphids on the peas 
and so far no word of any flea 
beetles on the potatoes. But be 
prepared for them as soon as 
warm weather comes, “Dusting” 
is, I think, much the most effec- 
tive and efficient tactic for back- 
yard fariners. There are limited 
quantities of reasonably priced 
“dust guns” in the stores. 

Rotenone dusts, the best am- 
munition for your gun, are at the 
stores new, too. Last year many 
gardeners waited for the attack 
and then rushed for the rotenone 
dust. By that time, most of the 
stores were sold out of this war- 
scarce material. Conditions are 
likely to be the same this year. 
By the way, when you read the 
package labels, remember that 
derris and cube are other types 
of rotenone materials. All of them 
are effective against the chewing 
as well as sucking insects and all 
of them are non-poisonous to man. 
The Government has been a little 
more lenient with these products 
this year so you can count on bet- 
ter results. Percentages. of the 
active ingredients have been 
slightly raised and killing quality 
has been boosted by synthetic ad- 
ditions.

My Day -o-

WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 


ROM a number of sources I 
F hear that some of the men in 
the services are worried about 


the $10,000 Government insurance 


policies which they hold. They 
have discovered that the present 
insurance will expire in Novem- 
ber, 1945, and they do not know 
whether the policies will be ex- 
tended. 

On making inquiry, I find that 
a bill to extend these policies will 
be sponsored by the Veterans Ad- 
ministration, which has not the 
slightest doubt it will be passed. 
The policies apply both to enlisted 
men and officers, and I think that 
every man holding one should see 
to it that his policy is extended 
and that the deductions from his 
pay continue. 


I HAVE BEEN getting a num- 
ber of letters from servicemen’s 
mothers and widows who were de- 
pendent on the men and who need 
their insurance. For one reason 
or another, in many cases there 
seems to be a long delay. Of 
course, it occasionally happens 
that a boy tells his family he is 
insured, but then neglects to take 
the insurance out. 

I wish very much that some 
kind of automatic insurance could 
be worked out whereby every man 
entering the service is automatic- 
ally insured for the benefit of his 
next of kin. It would be simpler 
to run it this way, and would re- 
quire fewer people in the Veter- 
ans’ Bureau than at present. I 
have wondered exactly why this 
automatic, universal insurance has 
never been favorably considered. 


I WAS VERY much interested 
in the announcement the other 
day that the Congress was consid- 
ering certain amendments to the 
G. I. Bill of Rights. It seems sud- 
denly to have been discovered that 
the passage of legislation does not 
automatically mean that the serv- 
icemen get the benefits intended. 
I am glad that discovery of vari- 
ous mistakes in the legislation has 
been made now, before a greater 
number of men come home. 

There are two weaknesses, not 


widely mentioned, which I think 
are most important, First, there 
is the educational limit which 
makes that portion of the G. I 
Bill of Rights apply only to people 
under 25. A man over 25 may 
need a refresher course even. more 
than a younger man, and he 
should be able to get it under the 
educational provisions of the bill. 


SECONDLY, there is the two- 
year limit for obtaining a loan to 
enter a business or buy a farm. 
It seems to me quite evident that, 
as long as the war is on, it will be 
very difficult for any veteran to 
engage in a new business success- 
fully. In many cases, it would be 
better for him to acquire more ex- 
perience in a business which is al- 
ready functioning.. But if he must 
take his loan immediately or for- 
feit it, he is naturally forced to 
take it now. 

These faults in legislation are 
not the only weaknesses in the 
bitls. A tremendous organizing 
job, however, needs to be done to 
implement whatever legislation is 
passed. Tomorrow I should like 
to talk a little bit more about this.

DIAGNOSIS: Patsy's great aversion to sleeping alone may 
be a composite reaction based not only on having slept with 
her grandmother a few nights, but also on ghost stories that she 
might have ‘heard during the interval. In addition, she may 
realize that she is doing an excellent job of holding her 
mother’s anxious attention against the competition of the new 
arrival, namely, the baby. 

When older children are suddenly confronted with a new 
baby brother or sister, don’t expect them to love the intruder 
immediately.

In 
Patsy's case, I suggested that her mother let Patsy help prepare 
the baby’s bottle and hold it in his mouth, because she’s such a 
big girl. Let her push the perambulator and gloat at the ex- 
pense of other little girls who have no baby to push in its 
carriage. If necessary, let them sleep in the same room, so she 
can be the nurse, so to speak.

Q. Edwin C. Hill recently pro- 
nounced the word crevices as 
“KREV-i-seez.” This caused quite 
a discussion at a recent teachers’ 
meeting, but we were unable to 
determine whether the “eez” sound 
for “-es” is correct or not. What's 
the good word, please? 

A. The “-es” is pronounced “eez”

Strictly a Broadway 


Press Agent Jaffe

NEW YORK, May 2. 


MONG other things that make 

Broadway what it is—and just 

what it is I'm not sure—are 
people like Ed Jaffe, affection- 
ately known as “The Little Mon- 
ster.” 

I started hearing about Jaffe 
the first day I was in New York. 
“Jaffe!” people would exclaim 
when his name was mentioned. 
“A CHAR-acter! Strictly a char- 
acter!” 

Characters are something 
Broadway has no shortage of, and 
I realized that any man who could 
become known as the characters’ 
character, if you see what I mean, 
must be something indeed. I final- 
ly met Jaffe and, let it be known, 
he is. | 

In order to more clearly estab- 
lish Jaffe’s position on Broadway, 
it should be explained that he it 
one of the vast, busy, almost un- 
known army of press agents who 
ply their trade about the city and 
without whom few Broadway 
columnists could succeed. This igs 
because these men supply the gos- 
sip writers with hundreds of little 
items about people and things, in 
return for which they get an occa- 
sional mention of one or more of 
their clients. The accepted ratio 
is about 25 items for one mention 
of a client, 

Jaffe epitomizes this army of 
item chasers; or tub-thumpers as 
they are better known, and he 
also has done a good job of 
making both Broadway and Holly- 
wood Jaffe conscious. He gathers 
items by the dozens from his hun- 
dreds of friends, who range from 
Government officials to stars to 
Broadway bar-flies, channels the 
tidbits to the columnists, who’ ap- 
preciate them and who in turn 
aid Jaffe in some of his rather 
startling little jobs of publicizing. 

It was Jaffe, for instance, who 
convinced us that Margie Hart, 
the Broadway strip-teaser, was a 
farm loving girl who loves nothing 
better than feeding the chickens, 
pulling weeds and plowing a 
straight furrow. He did this by 
having Miss Hart buy a farm in 
Clinton County, near Lathrop, Mo., 
and have herself photographed in 
overalls tossing bits of feed to the 
chickens. In no time the papers 
were printing these pictures, 
which contrasted  picturesquely 
with pictures of her doing a strip, 
and they even printed her com- 
ments on the nation’s agricultural 
situation. Jaffe even went so far 
as to import Margie’s mother and 
father from their home in Edger- 
ton and plant them on the farm 
to give an added fillip of authen- 
ticity. In no time at all Margie 
was making $25,000 a year. “She 
lived on the farm a whole week 
once,” Jaffe says. 

That wasn’t Eddie’s only adven- 
ture in Missouri. He came to St. 
Louis one time with Zorita, who 
did a dance with a snake. She 
was appearing at the Garrick. 
During the engagement Jaffe was

story of this episode has been told 
and retold so many times that one 
suspects it has been considerably 
embellished, but as it stands now 
Jaffe got his terrific idea about 
2 o'clock in the morning, which 
is typical of Jaffe. The early 
morning hours are his best for 
ideas. 
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ASTING no time, he tele- 
W pores a St. Louis psychi- 

atrist, got him out of bed, 
and told him what he wanted. 
The psychiatrist reacted norm- 
ally and hung’ up.« The next 
day, during more sensible hours, 
Jaffe assailed him again, The 
psychiatrist finally agreed. He 
pronounced Zorita okay but cocked 
an uncertain eye at Jaffe. 

Jaffe lives, if you could call it 
living, in a suite of rooms above 
Duffy’s Tavern on Forty-eighth 
street, which is a popular bistro 
among people in the show, news- 
paper and publicity business, So 
is Jaffe’s apartment. 

It ig best reached with the aid 
of alpenstock, and it is best de- 
scribed as haphazard. Its chief 
claim to fame is that Walter Win- 
chell once lived there, Many celeb- 
rities have slept there. The living 
room contains a grand piano and 
an assortment of tables, chairs and 
sofas which range in period from 


Italian renaissance to late Grand 
Rapids. 

Across the hall is the bedroom, 
which is perhaps the most impor- 
tant room in the Jaffe domicile. 
It is here that Jaffe does most of 
his work, propped up on a couple 
of pillows, his medicine bottles and 
glass of water on the bed beside 
him, It’s a stomach medicine, “I’m 
neurotic,” he confesses, “in that 
my emotions affect my guts. When 
I was inducted they were making 
big bets that when I took my 
physical I would be turned down 
by the psychiatrist. But it was 
because of my eyes. 


“Do you know what I say when 
people ask me why I’m not in the 
Army?” he said to me with an an- 
ticipatory smile. “No,” I said, 
“what do you say?” 

“T say,” he said with obvious 
relish, “don’t you know there’s a 
war on?” One gets the impres- 
sion from his own delight with it, 
that this must have gotten a lot 
of laughs from time to time. 


A blonde was sitting on the bed 
using the telephone. ‘Thanks, 
Eddie,” she said as she departed. 
People come and go like that in 
the Jaffe menage, most of them 
to use the telephone, which brings 
up another aspect of Jaffe's life. 
Telephones figure prominently in 
his work. He gets most of it done, 
in fact, lying in the bed telephon- 
ing. 

Jaffe has been described as 
“frail, swarthy and amiably neu- 
rotic,” one of the milder descrip- 


tions. Another writer said of him, 
“he weights no more than is legal, 
his hair is never parted,’ he wears 
thick-lensed glasses and he would 
be underdog in a fight with a 
scarecrow.” Still another writer 
said, “he looks like a 29-cent edi- 
tion of the story of mankind.” 

He stands some five feet tall, 
has a largish head atop a skinny 
neck, and atop the head is a lot 
of black hair. He lisps when he 
talks, and he seems awfully an- 
xious to have people like him, just 
as he likes all people, especially if 
they write for newspapers. 

When I went to see him at the 
Jaffe madhouse he needed a shave 
and was wearing a tweed suit 
which quite obviously just hap- 
pened to be going in the same di- 
rection as Jaffe and hopped on for 
the ride. His tie was knotted 
about two buttons below his collar 
and half of his front shirt tail was 
completely out, a fact of which he 
was quite oblivious,

E started plying me with lit- 
Herature about some of his cur- 
rent crazes and seemed sur- 
prised, in a docile sort of a way, 
that I didn’t want to write about 
them, but wanted to write a little 
something about him. But he came 
through. 
He told me, for instance, about 


the time someone suggested a 


story to Life on how the 
prettiest girls in the world 
were publicized by the ugliest man 
in the world. It sounded good to 
Life, and an interview was ar- 
ranged. The next day Jaffe was 
a sad man. 

“What happened?” asked the 
man who arranged the interview. 
“Well,” said Jaffe, “they agreed 
that I was the ugliest man in the 
world, but the girls weren’t the 
most beautiful.” 

And there was the time when 
Jaffe, as a laudable gesture and 
without hope of personal gain, 
started in to help organize the na- 
tion’s columnists behind the Fifth 
War Loan drive. On this occa- 
sion Time set about doing a piece 
on him. : 


But a few days before the piece 
was to have appeared, the press 
agent instinct became too strong 
for Jaffe to suppress. He wrote to 
a Broadway columnist that Ed 
Jaffe would appear in the next is- 
sue of Time. When the editors of 
Time saw it they said “Oh yeah?” 
or words to that effect, and the 
story never saw the light of day. 


He is 31 years old and his full 
name Edward Nathan Jaffe. He 
told me he was born in a little 
town in Minnesota. I am only tell- 
ing you what he told me. It is 
highly probable that it occurred 
to him, on the spur of the mo- 
ment, that a Broadway character 
being born in a small town in 
Minnesota would make much bet- 
ter copy. In fact, I’m pretty well 
convinced of it. I have no doubt 
in the world that the stork depos- 
ited him beneath a news stand at 
the corner of Forty-second street 
and Broadway.

West correctly opened the spade 
king, and declarer just as correct- 
ly won with the ace. 

The alternative, holding up the 
ace, would have made South reveal 
his exact spade holding and would 
have been tantamount to surrend- 
ering. 

At the second trick declarer 
went to dummy with a diamond 
and returned a club. When East 
played the six, South put in the 
jack. Declarer was fully aware 
that he was laying himself wide 
open, not only to the run of spades 
but to the cashing of the two top 
hearts by the defenders, ‘but he 
was also aware that his left-hand 
opponent was not a very good 
player, particularly on defense— 
and that something might happen. 

It did! On winning the club 
trick, West pondered for a moment 
—and then returned a low spade! 
His object was clear; he felt that 
the only hope was to find East 
with the spade jack, and the 
thought that declarer might have 
that card, now blank, apparently 
didn’t even occur to West! Actual- 
ly, of course, South won, went 
back to dummy with another dia- 
mond and finessed successfully 
against the club king, to fulfill 
the contract. 

West should have viewed South’s 
action of taking the first spade 
lead with the deepest suspicion.
